Chapter 26 – Covered Services  

 

Chapter 26 is being Amended to remove chiropractic services as a covered benefit in order 

for the rules to conform to the August 2020 Biennium 2021-2022 Budget Reduction Plan. 

The amendment also updates the incorporation by reference section and the formatting to

Interested parties may request a statement of the Department’s position regarding each 

comment and the action taken as a result of the comments prior to, or within thirty (30) 

days after, adoption of these Rules.  Requests must be submitted to the above address.  If 

requested, the statement will be issued by the Department within thirty (30) days after the 

Agency action.
